What is a Traffic Impact Study? 

• Specialized study that evaluates existing 
traffic conditions and future traffic 
conditions with and without the training 
center. 

• Recommendations for offsetting the 
training center's traffic impacts. 

• Balance traffic movements and land 
access.

•2011 (Phase 1) 

o Without the training center 
o With the training center 

•2014 (Build out) 

o Without the training center 
o With the training center 

Potential trip generation mitigation: 

• Shuttle buses for local DC area students 

• Shuttle buses for non-local students 
staying in area hotels 

• Commuter buses for employees 

• Carpool and Vanpool programs

• Trucks
